SUBJECT: AIR FORCE REVOLT: SITREP NO. 1 1 

1. AS OF 2 P.M. TODAY (DEC 21) THERE HAD BEEN NO NEW ATTACKS 
AGAINST MORON AND NO MOVES AGAINST AEROPARQUE. NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
REBEL AF OFFICERS CONTINE. PRESS THIS MORNING EXPRESSED OPTIMISM 
THAT SOLUTION TO THIS PARTICULAR PROBLEM WAS NEAR AT HAND. BUT 
OTHER OBSERVERS HAVE EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS. ARMY GEN MUJICA WAS 
DISMISSED LAST NIGHT, BUT SO FAR THERE HAVE BEEN NO FURTHER 
REPERCUSSIONS WITHIN ARMED FORCES. 

2. EVEN IF AF CONFLICT WINDS DOWN, OF COURSE, LARGET POLITICAL 
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PROBLEM WILL REMAIN. IN DEVELOPMENTS RELATED TO IT: 
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3. LAST NIGHT, INTERIOR MINISTER ROBLEDO MADE STATEMENT IN WHICH 
HE SAID THAT ONCE DISCIPLINE IS RESTOREDIN AF, GOVT WOULD BE WILLING 
TO DISCUSS ANY OTHER PROBLEMS WITH MILITARY COMMANDERS, WHETHER 
THEY WERE PROBLEMS OF A MILITARY NATURE OR NOT. THIS WAS TAKEN BY 
ALL SIDES TO MEAN THAT ROBLEDO UNDERSTANDS MATTER WILL NOT END WITH 
SUPPRESSION OF AF REBELLION; RATHER, FULL POLITICAL SOLUTION MUST BE 
NEGOTIATED. 

4. CGT LAST NIGHT ISSUED STATEMENT EXPRESSING SUPPORT FOR MRS. 

PERON AND CONVOKING MEETING OF CENTRAL CONFEDERATED COMMITTEE FOR 
THIS MORNING. COMMITTEE MET AS SCHEDULED AND IS NOW IN PERMANENT 
SESSION. THIS REPRESENTS VERY WEAK RESPONSE ON PART OF CGT - FOR 

THE MOMENT. THIS IS NOT TO SAY THEY COULD NOT CALL WORKERS TO STREET 
AS SITUATION DEVELOPS, BUT SO FAR THEIR REACTION HAS BEEN TAMER THAN 
EXPECTED. 

5. IN CONGRESS, OPPOSITION PARTIES AND SOME ANTI-VERTICALISTA 
PERONISTS CONTINUE TO PRESS FOR MRS. PERON'S DEPARTURE - SOME 
FAVORING LEAVE OF ABSENCE, OTHERS DEMANDING RESIGNATION. VERTIC- 
ALISTAS IN CHAMBER, ON OTHER HAND, CONTINUE PUBLICLY TO VOICE 
SUPPORT FOR PRESIDENT (THOUGH IN PRIVATE THEY TOO - OR AT LEAST 
MOST OF THEM - REPORTEDLY ADMIT THAT SHE MUST GO). DEBATE HAS AT 
TIMES BECOME EXTREMELY BITTER. SENIOR SENATORS ARE PLAYING A MORE 
SERIOUS AND CONSTRUCTIVE ROLE IN TRYING TO FIND SOLUTION TO

FASOLINO REPORTEDLY ASKED INTERPOL TO PICK THEM UP. PARTIAL REPORT 
IN FASILIO'S HANDS ON WHAT HAS BEEN DESCRIBED AS "PAROXYISM OF 
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VENALITY" IN MINISTRY UNDER LOPEZ REGA REPORTEDLY IS SO DAMNING
